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INTRODUCTION 

Communicable  disease  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina  for  1960  are  given  in  this  bulletin  as  Part  I 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section.  This  is  the  twenty-ninth  year  for  which  such  a 
bulletin  has  been  published.   Natality  and  mortality  data  will  be  published  as  Part  II  later  in  the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  of  the  reportable  communicable  disease  situation  in  the  state  is  shown  on  this  and  the 
following  page.  Following  this  are  population  data  and  general  summary  tables  showing  the  reported  incidence  of 
reportable  communicable  diseases  in  I960  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex,  and  color.  More  detailed  summaries 
are  given  for  certain  selected  diseases. 

SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  data  were  derived  from  report  cards  received  from  military  bases,  local  physicians,  health  departments, 
and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through  interstate  reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  Routinely  all  death 
certificates  which  list  a  reportable  communicable  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  are  checked  against  the  case  report 
files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported  cases.  Information  on  trends  mav  be  obtained 
by  reference  to  the  1953  report.  More  detailed  data  than  that  published  in  this  report  have  been  tabulated  and 
will  be  made  available  upon  request. 

REPORT  PERIOD 

The  data  included  in  this  report  are  for  cases  of  communicable  disease  which  had  their  onset  in  I960  with  the 
exception  of  amebiasis,  leprosy,  tuberculosis,  and  the  venereal  diseases  which  are  according  to  the  date  of  report. 
Reports  of  all  cases  having  their  onset  in  I960  and  received  during  the  period  January  I,  196010  January  31,  1961 
and  those  with  unknown  date  of  onset  received  in  I960  are  includecf.  For  those  diseases  tabulated  by  date  of  re- 
port, all  reports  received  during  I960  are  included,  regardless  of  onset  date. 


The  cases  included  in  this  report,  with  the  exception  of  the  venereal  diseases,  are  for  residents  of  North 
Carolina  and  are  allocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient.  Venereal  disease  cases  are  allocated  to  county 
of  report  unless  reported  byahospital  or  institution,  inwhich  case  they  are  assigned  to  the  county  of  residence. 
Only  those  counties  for  which  cases  were  reported  are  shown  in  the  residence  tables. 


All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  A  16-vear  trend  in  morbidity  rates  for  selected  reportable 
communicable  diseases  is  shown  in  table  1.  Rates  for  I960  by  sex  and  color  for  all  reportable  diseases  are  given 
in  table  8. 


North  Carolina  population  by  county  and  color,  I960  and  by  color  and  sex,  1936-1960  are  given  in  tables  I 
and  2,  respectively. 

Population  estimates  for  1936-1950  are  those  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  For  the  years  1951- 
1959,  estimates  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section.  The  arithmetic  method,  which  assumes  the  same 
average  annual  increase  or  decrease  for  the  decade  1950-1960  as  occurred  between  1940  and  1950,  was  used  for 
estimating  the  total  population.  Sex  and  color  estimates  were  obtained  by  the  same  method.  Population  shown  for 
I960  are  official  Bureau  of  the  Census  data. 


Again,  in  I960,  communicable  disease  case  experience  showed  a  generally  favorable  trend.  Variations  from 
immediately  preceding  years  were  explainable  on  the  basis  of  known  cyclic  behavior  of  communicable  diseases. 

In  the  spring  the  third  epidemic  of  Asian  or  Aj  influenza  was  noted.  Large  numbers  of  illnesses,  high  school 
absenteeism,  and  many  deaths,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  the  epidemic,  occurred. 

Thirteen  cases  of  amebiasis  -  nine  less  than  the  previous  year  -  were  reported. 

No  case  of  anthrax  has  been  reported  since  1956.  Control  measures  have  reduced  the  hazard  of  infection  in 
areas  where  contact  with  B.  anthracis  spores  is  a  possibility. 

Twenty- two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  recorded,  an  increase  of  two  cases  over  the  previous  year.  Two  deaths 
were  reported.  Positive  cultures,  mitis  strain,  were  obtained  from  13  cases.  Only  five  cases  were  seen  in  whites 
(case  rate  0.1/100,000  population).  The  remainder,  17,  was  seen  in  non-whites  (case  rate  1.5/100,000  population). 
Sixteen  cases  occurred  in  children  under  10  years  of  age.  Peak  incidence  was  seen  in  October  with  seven  cases 
followed  by  August  and  November  with  five  cases  each. 

Encephalitis  was  reported  in  36  individuals.  There  was  no  unusual  concentration  in  any  age  group  or  a  pre- 
ponderance of  cases  in  males  as  may  be  seen  in  arthropod-borne  encephalitis.  In  32  instances  etiology  could  not 
be  determined;  in  two  cases  illness  was  attributed  to  mumps  virus  infection;  and  in  two  cases  encephalitis 
followed  an  attack  of  measles. 


Altogether  520  cases  of  gastro-enteritis  were  reported,  reflecting  a  decrease  from  the  725  cases  recorded  in 
the  previous  year.  How  closely  such  figures  represent  the  actual  total  cannot  be  estimated,  since  many  of  these 
Illnesses  are  not  sufficiently  severe  to  come  to  medical   attention. 

A  sharp  increase  to  577  cases  was  noted  in  infectious  hepatitis.  After  a  previous  peak  year  in  1953,  cases 
had  declined  through  1958  followed  by  an  upswing  beginning  in  1959  when  III  cases  were  recorded. 

All  cases  of  malaria  were  of  extra-territorial  origin,  and  in  males  either  presently  In  or  recently  dis- 
charged from  military  service. 

One  case  of  leprosy  was  brought  to  attention.  The  patient,  an  adult  female  of  Oriental  origin,  contracted 
the  disease   in  the  l^ar  East. 

The  I960  poliomyelitis  experience  was  in  sharp  contrast  to  that  of  the  preceding  year,  with  85  cases  reported 
in  I960  and  3l3  in  1959.  Sixty-four  of  the  85  cases  were  paralytic  in  type.  Thirty-three  of  the  paralyzed 
individuals  had  received  no  vaccine:  17  had  received  three  or  more  inoculations.  More  than  one-half  of  the  total 
cases  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of  age.  Forty  cases  (27  paralytic)  were  reported  from  Cleveland 
County.     This  area  along  with  an  adjacent  portion  of  South  Carolina  was  the  site  of  a  sharply  localized  outbreak. 

Seventeen  of  18  cases  of  Rocky  Mountain  Spotted  Fever  occurred  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July  and 
August.  One-half  of  the  individuals  were  under  10  years  of  age;  six  were  adults.  Ten  patients  were  males; 
eight  were  females.     All   save  three  cases  occurred  in  white  persons. 

Eighty-three  cases  of  Infection  due  to  the  meningococcus  were  reported.  Relatively  little  change  has  been 
noted  since  the  peak  of  197  cases  diagnosed  In  1952. 

The  number  of  Infections  due  to  Group  A  Streptococci  was  recorded  as  1,098.  Such  a  small  number,  while 
perhaps  serving  as  an   index  of  streptococcus  activity,   must  greatly  underestimate  the  total   number  of  infections. 

Tetanus  was  recorded  in  eight  Individuals.  One  patient  was  a  five-year  old  child;  the  seven  remaining  cases 
were  aged  15  years  and  over.     Two  were  white;    six  were  nonwhite.      Five  patients  were  males;    three  were  females. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  in  1959  and  I960  were  almost  Identical,  \ ,^^6  and  1,140 
respectively.  Deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  fallen  sharply  In  the  past  decade;  a  significant  tnough  less  striking 
decrease   in  cases  has  also  become  evident. 

Only  four  cases  of  tularemia  were  recorded.  Two  occurred  in  children  less  than  |o  years  of  age.  The  train 
of  infection  usually  involves  either  insect  bite,  consumption  of  poorly  cooked  rabbit  meat,  or  handling  or  skinning 
of  wild  rabbits. 

Typhoid  fever  incidence  has  been  essentially  constant  for  the  past  five  years.  Ten  of  the  19  cases  occurred 
in  April    and  May.     No  concentration  of  cases  was  seen   In  any  particular  age  group. 

Cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  declined  from  the  previous  year  In  keeping  with  the  known  oycl  Ic behavior 
of  these   infections. 

Of  four  cases  of  undulant  fever  reported,    three  of  the   individuals  were  males;    all   were  adults. 

Total  venereal  diseases  reported  numbered  13,038.  Last  year  the  number  was  15,239.  No  important  changes 
were  seen  when  comparisons  were  made  with  the  year  preceding  except  In  syphilis.  There  the  number  of  cases  fell 
from  4,273  (1959)  to  2,912  (I960).  While  the  fall  in  total  number  of  cases  is  encouraging,  in  this  same  interval 
the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  syphilis  (primary  and  secondary)  rose  125  per  cent  from  207  cases  (1959)  to  466 
(I960).  In  spite  of  the  excellent  overall  control  record  in  venereal  disease,  recent  events  pointed  to  a  special 
area,    infectious  syphilis,    requiring  renewed  attention.
